the nine is serving in the Filipino army' 


It asks Americans to present them- 


selves to '„!* Filipinos. * 


It declares that the ambitious pol- 


icy of McKinley ia to fill the pockets of 
Mark Hanna, and other American cap- 
italists. 


One of the signers Is John T- Krei- 


der, recently charged in courtmartial 
with treason. He was sentenced to life 
imprisonment, 
but General Chaffee 


pardoned him and ordered his release, 
as it was proven that he was forced to 
sign by the Filipinos under penalty of 
death, while he was their prisoner. 


Among the other court maitial rec- 


ords that have just reached the war de- 
partment from the Philippines is one in 
thecase of Frank O. Meekin, formerly 
a private in Company B, 37th volunteer 
Infantry. He was tried on a charge of 
entering 
"the service of the enemy, 


in violation of the laws of war." 


Meekin absented himself 
from his 


regiment in September, 1900. and serv- 
ed under Insurgent General Cailles un- 
til the surrender to American arms 
June 24, 1901. During his nine months 
sojourn with enemy Meekin was chiefly 
employed in the work of preparing 
ammunition under the direction of the 
enemy. 


He made no effort to escape, and ad- 


mitted to a soldier of his regiment, who 
was held 
captive by General Cailles, 


that he had joined the enemy of his 
own free will and did not Intend to re- 
turn to' his regiment. 


On one occasion he joined a party of 


the enemy and, armed with a rifle, 
marched against a detachment of Unit- 
ed States troops, and he accepted ap- 
pointments as second and then first 
lieutenant in the insurgent army. 


Meekin's defense was that he was 
captured while drunk by the enenv, 
taken to General Cailles' camp and 
there held a prisoner of war, 


General Cailles and other insurgents

Meekin was) sen 
tenced by the military commission to 
be shot, but General Chaffee comuted 
this sentence to 20 years' imprisonment 
at hard labor.

The Walla Walla, owned by the Pa 


eifl» iJoast Steamship company, sailed 
from San Francisco Jan. 1 for Pugei 
Sound ports. She carried 36 first-class 
passengers. 28 second-class and a crew 
of .80 men. WHen-ofct-Cape Mendocino 
at 4:10 o'clock Thursday morning, an 
Iron bark, believed to.be French, loomed 
up in the baza and crashed Into the 
Walla Walla's bow. Then the sailing 
vessel slid off into the darkness and was 
seen no more. • 


All the passenger! and crew of the 


Walla Walla, except the few on watch, 
were asleep, but were aroused by the 
crash. The steerage quarters were in 
the bow and it is believed that some of 
the steerage passengers and crew were 
crushed to death. A big hole was made 
in the steamer's bow and she sank in 
85 minutes. The officers and crew main- 
tained strict discipline and boats and 
life rafts were lowered. All who were 
not killed in the collision got off except 
Captain Hall, who went down with the 
ship. He was picked up later by one of 
the boats, uninjured, with the exception 
of a few bruises. 


A choppy sea was running and the 


small boats could not make a landing 
on the shore, a few miles distant. They- 
drifted about all day and finally 05 
people were picked up by the steamer 
Dispatch, which took them to Eureka. 
Another boat, under command of En- 
gineer Brown, and containing 13 per- 
sons, attempted t» land nt Trinidad and 
was swamped and six man were 
drowned. 


When tb« Dispatch reached Eureka 


yesterday with the survivors, tugs were 
Immediately sent out. The tug Ranger 
picked up one boat containing 11 pas- 
sengers and three of the crew. 


The Walla Walla was valued at $250,- 


000. She was formerly used as a collier 
and about 10 years ago was converted 
Into a passenger vessel at a cost of $175,-

count of the disaster. He says: 


"We left San Francisco Wednesday, 


being bound for Victoria, and Puget 
sound. The weather thickened as the 
night advanced and Thursday morning 
• heavy fog, accompanied by light rain, 
•et in. About 4:10 a. m. Iwas suddenly 
•wakened by an awful crash on the 
port side. The housing was badly shat- 
tered. After the eSSeh, the vessel, 
which I think was « French bark, re- 
bounded and groped alongside. I called 
to her to stand by. She drifted away 
and was lost to view. I could not tell 
tow badly she was injured, but I do not 
Imagine she was severely hurt, as sh» 
•truck us how on. 


"Those of the passengers who bad 


not been awakened by the crash were 
aroused at oore. The vessel began to 
fill immediately and she sank in 35 min- 
utes. There v/w ao confusion on board. 
The officers and craw kept the passen- 
gers from becoming panic-stricken. The 
crew was immediately ordered to man 
the lifeboats. I gave orders to have the 
port boilers blown out, ft being nec- 
essary to give the Veasel a list to keop 
the gaping hole IB h«r«ide out of water. 
In a few moments all th« lifeboats an-1 
rafts were out, with the exception of 
two. which were smashed. 
One of 


these bsatft contained nine or 10 passen- 
gers. All were thrown into the water, 
but managed to board the life raft, 
which h«tf been launched a few min- 
utes previously. The second boat was 
smashed by striking a heavy object In 
the water, but all of the passengers 
were rescued by another life raft 


"We had about 65 first-class and sec- 


ond-class passengers on board and 160 
souls all told. We bad no knowledge 
of the approach of the vessel striking us, 
the weather being so thick she was not 
•ceo until we hnd been struck. I went 
down with the (hip, but the social ball 
deck broke off and I floated to the sur- 
face with it Sighting a life raft I suc- 
ceeding IB reaching it. We floated about 
nearly all day and early in the evening 
were picked up by the steamer Dis- 
patch. 
riom tee information J have con- 


cerning the rescue of the passengers and 
crew, I am not able to state bow large 
the death list will be, but in my opinion, 
It will sot be less than 20 and possibly 
may r«»eii 40 or 50. A number wero in- 
jured fey the falling timbers. It is al- 
most certain a number of the steerage 
passenger* perished In this manner.

"Among the survivors tbe seriously In- 


jured are few, and while it may be DOS- 
•Ible torn* were shockingly mangled, 
few cut* and bruises came under iny 
observance, and these, for tbe most part, 
were received by tbe occupants of tha 
We rafts. While not very rougb, the 
eee was nasty and choppy, and th* con- 
tinual wash over tbe rafts was a hard,

Tiiis is hii third visit to the United 
Slates ia connection with the canal busi- 
atss, having been closely associated 
with tne Kr.uii ai.'uiageruent. 
It Is 


si;d Iliac later tLc new president and 
vice president and ihrce directors, be- 
eides Mr. Le;nau;uis, the "liquidator" of 
the coiEijasry, may call here tostrength- 
ec i4»e appeal. Tia'.r present plan is 
not to i&t: represented by attorneys, but 
to go iii'ftct to tbe eo HJ rait tees of con* 
gtMa aad tell tie lr story. 


Mr. Lampre is familiar with the his- 


tory of past Negotiations. The French 
people claira that their efforts have been 
embarrassed by difficulty' in reaching 
the agencies of our government When 
Mr. Hutin last saw President Roosnvclt 
be was asked if he had laid nls pro- 
posals before tbe committees of con- 
gress. Hutin replied that he supposed 
It would be discourtesy to tbe president. 
Between the president, the state de- 
partment, tbe isthmian canal commis- 
sion and the two congressional com- 
mittees, the Frenchmen have devolved 
much of their energy to finding some- 
body to address. Now* they will con- 
centrate their appeal on the senate com- 
mittee, although some efforts may be 
made in tbe house to stay the Nicara- 
gua tide. 


Mr. Burton of Ohio has already se- 


cured permission to speak .and he may 
introduce the amendment giving the 
president discretion as to route while 
authorizing tbe proapt construction of 
tbe canal. No expectation exists, bow- 
ever, that such an amendment would 
prevail in the house. In anticipation 
that something may come of this pro- 
posal, Adnirai Walker is remaining in 
the city to be in readiness to assist the 
president, should he be empowered to 
select • route. That woul.l mean tbe 
president's resort to tbe commission, 
and Its views are well known, In case • 
definite French proposal comes from the 
guarantee of * clear title. 


Tbe French p«ople will take a point 


on the comparison «f Mr. Hepburn's re- 
port to two successive consrecmin. For- 
merly, be said $140,000,00 would build 
tbe Nicaragua canal, and now he say* 
1180,000,000, although the ivthmns coin- 
mission does not ftij 
this. The fact 


that the commission Ic its preliminary 
report su£gcsted the capitalization of 
such items as difference in cost of opera- 
tion of the two canals afed neglected te 


recommend this in the second or final 
report, will be citled by the French rep- 
resentatives is indicative cf a purpose 
on the commission's part to screw down 
the Panama company to a low figure, 
by making scant allowance for It* prop- 
erty and franchise values. 


Some of the main features of tbe pro- 


tocol between the United States and 
Nicaragua referred to In President Be- 
laya's message to his congress have been 
made known in recent press dispatches 
from Managua. But there are many 
other important features wbleb bave 
not yet been disclosed, one of these be- 
ing the complete Axserican Jurisdiction 
and the establishment of American 
courts, civil and criminal, throughout 
a zone six miles wide and extending 
from ocean to ocean, and including tbe 
proposed termini, Greytown, on tha 
Atlantic and Brito on the PaclSc. 


The entire policing of this large tract 


also is placed in the hands of the United 
States; also that it has the power to 
preserve order and after that to issue 
judicial process extending throughout 
this eone. 'Besides the authority of 
American courts and of the American 
police on tbe six-mile zone, tbe chief 
features of the protocol are in giving 
a lease in perpetuity of this tract to the 
United States and at the game time 
giving an American guarantee that tbe 
Independence, sovereignty and integ- 
rity of Nicaragua shall not be disturbed 
by tbe rights thus conferred upon the 
United States. 
• No exact information is obtainable 
as to the price specified in the protocol 
as payment to Nicaragua for the grant 
to this country. It is understood that 
at the outset the view in Nicaragua was 
that (20,000,000 would be a proper 
figure for tbe grant to this country, and 
about 15,000,000 for Costa Rica's grant. 


While there is no information as to 


tbe final sum in the protocol, it is known 
to be far short of the above figures. 
As the cession takes the form of a per- 
petual lease, it is probable that the pro- 
tocol includes tbe feature of an annual 
rent as part payment. A protocol with 
Costa Rica, identical in form with that 
with Nicaragua, except in the matter 
of price and territory leased, has been 
in course of negotiation, and it Is under- 
stood that a satisfactory conclusion will 
be reached with that government.

Czolgosz's Only Disease Was 


of Social Character 


A PBONOTJNCED ANARCHIST 


According to Noted Medical Experts 


Who Made an Exhaustive Inquiry 
Into tbe CM* of the Assassin of 


• President McKlnley 


New York, Jan. 4.—An exhaustive re- 


port ,on tbe trial, execution, autopsy aid 
mental status of Ccelgosz, the. assassin 
of President McKinley, is given in the 
New York Medical Journal for Jan. 4. 
The report embodies the result of much 
careful investigation »y Carlos P. Mc- 
Donald and Edward A. Spitzka of this 
city. The question which these invests- 
gators set themselves to answer was: 
"When Czolgosz shot the president, did 
he know the nature and quality of the 
act ha was doing, and that the act waa 
wrong?" 


This was from the legal standpoint. 


Prom the standpoint of medical science 
the question that formed itself was: 
"Was Czolgosz at the time he committed 
the act a victim of mental disease or 
mental unsoundness?" 


The reply to these questions, which, at 


the same time, embodies tbe entire his- 
tory of the case from the trial of the 
criminal to hi* execution and the dis- 
posal of his remains, takes up nearly 
12 pages in the New York Medical 
Journal, and, divested of all technicali- 
ties, is to the effect that Czolgosz was 
sane and responsible under the law and 
punishable for the offense, though 
everything in his history, according to 
the medical experts, pointed to the ex- 
istence In him of th« social disease, 
anarchy, of which he was a victim. His 
refusal to reply to questions at the trial 
1* regarded as In line with his role, ex- 
pressed in the theatrical declaration: 
"I am an anarchist and have done my 
duty." 


Dr. McDonald explains that "the an- 


archlst creed teaches that when one of 
their number i* selected to do a certain 
deed, be I* to proceed about it quietly 
and In his own way, taking no one into 
bin confidence; that, having accom- 
plished tbe deed, if apprehended, 
be 


•hall not admit hi* connection with an/ 
other member* of the circle; that, If 
convicted and sentenced to die, be shall 
go to hi* death without revealing hi* 
connection with other*, resting secure 
In tbe belief that be will b* ever re- 
garded by his associates at a martyr 
ana a hero who died IB tire discharge of 
a qoble duty. 


"Tim course and conduct of Czolgoss 


from tne beginning down to bis death 
are entirely in keeping with this creed. 
And, finally, the cool, courageous man- 
ner in which he met his death, and the 
fact that frost the day of his arrest un- 
til be died he never uttered a word that 
could be nied against hi* accomplices, 
If be had any, and that h« djed, as *a- 
< 


archlsts who suffer the death penalty 
il ways die. without uttering a vord that 
would tend to Incriminate any of his co- 
conspirators, tend to stamp him as an 
anarchist." 


Dr. McDonald concludes the' report 


•nth the declaration that Czolgosz, 
when he assassinated President MJ- 
Kinley, was in all respects a sane man- 
both legally and medically—and fully 
responsible for his act. 


Dr. Spitzka, who made the autopsy, 


included his report as follows: "There 
has been found absolutely no condition 
of any of the viscera that conld bave 
been at the bottom of any mental de- 
rangement Taking all in all, the ver- 
dict must be, 'socially diseased and per- 
verted, but not mentally diseased.' 
Tbe most horrible violations of human 
law cannot always be condoned by the 
plea of insanity. 
Tbe wild beast 


slumbers in us all. It is not always nec- 
essary to invoke insanity to explain its 
awakening." 


Subjects For Special Message 


Chicago, Jan. 4.—The Record-Herald 


says tbe interstate commerce commis- 
sion will begin a series of three investi- 
gations in Chicago next Tuesday which 
are said to have for their purpose the 
gathering of data for a special message 
by President Roosevelt to congress.

When the guests arrived at the White 


House, they were conducted to the blue 
parlor, whre the presentations were 
made. Miss Roosevelt presented a 
charming appearance in a dr.iss of vrhite 
chiffon, with white rosps, and Bearing 
Jewels, which her father gave 1 er at 
Christmas. Mrs. Roosevelt wore pur<j 
white, with white lace and trimmed 
with lilac orchids.

The prpsirteu t en- 
joyed the occasion heartily anil iniuglcd 
freely among the young ''olis. 


The dancing, which beirmi shortly 


after 10 o'clock and included a program 
of 20 number*, was held in the large 
east room, and kept the company until 
after midnight The Marine band an^ 
the Artillery Corps band from Washing- 
ton barracks alternated in furnishing 
the miiilc.

Sposa Smeralda, the woman Who shot 


Michele Graziano at the dead of night 
in their home in Buckland December 
10, was put on trial before Judge Ly- 
man in the Greenfield district court 
this morning on a charge of assault 
with intent to murder. 


Only the first witness had been heard 


however, when Sposa. who had sat dur- 
ing his testimony looking into the face 
of hei baby, which she bail in her arms, 
bioke out 
hi an impulsive manner 


with a confession of tha whole facts 
of the shooting and what led to it. 


It was altogether an impressive 


scene. Medical Examiner Canedy of 
Shelburne Falls was the witness on the 
stand. He had detailed bis connection 
with the cage, told of the flight of Graz- 
iano, of his own arrival anB the dress- 
ing of the wounds. 


Then he started to tell his conversa- 


tion and of her denial of all knowledge 
of the shooting. 


Officer Joseph Rosasco of this city 


.was acting as Interpreter, repeating to 
the woman the evidence as it was put 
in. 
When Dr. Canedy repeated what 


she had said on the night of the shoot- 
ing and Gra.zla.no'3 denial that she was 
his wife, she broke out In a torrent of 
words that stopped all proceedings. She 
was making a confession. 


Officer Kosasco was ordered to Inter- 


pret her confession and this was the re- 
sult:

"I am guilty of shooting. Mike. He 


had sworn at me and my children. He 
had said that they were a dog race. 1 
told him they were of his own blood. 
He had said he would kill us 'all. I shot 
him twice in the head in the night It 
wouldn't have happened if he had used 
us decently." 


Held for Grand Jnry 


In spite of this confession Judge Ly- 


man decided to hear part of the wit- 
nesses. 
Dr. Canedy finished his test- 


imony. Officer Rosasco and Otis Field, 
the neighbor, gave brief testimony and ) 
State Detective McKay, who has had 
charge of the case, added his evidence. 
Then the judge bound the Smeralda 
woman over to the March sitting of the 
grand jury under bonds of $1500, which, 
of course, were not obtained. 


Other CoBfecsloDB Had* 


The confession made in court was 


not the first one the woman -ha* made. 
She wrote out a long confession some 
time ago, but it has not been inter- 
preted, so it is not known what it con- 
tains. . 


She also made a confession to Donato 


Nestriani of this city, fha told him 
that the shooting would not have oc- 
curred "if Mike had been a gentleman" 
Nestriani was to have been called as a 
witness, but this was unnecessary. 


Interview With Gr*zl>i*o 


Graziano was unable to be present at 


the trial, as it was feared that another 
attack of erysipelas might be brought 
on by the exposure. A Transcript re- 
porter called on him at hi* room in the 
Wilson last night and had quite a con- 
versation with him In regard to the 
case. 


The reporter found Graziano alone in 


the room, the nurse having gone out 
for a little while, and apparently he 
was very comfortable. He was in a 
cheerful frame of mind and nothing 
loth to talk about his recent experience 
and before the interview was over he 
had rehearsed the whole, affair from 
beginning to end, adding here and 
there a few touches which «o far have 
not appeared in print.

Graziano said that he was in full 


possession of his mental powers from 
the time he was first awakened by re- 
ceiving the bullet in his head.

His first thought, he said, 
was to kill her with an axe before *he 
had a chance to come back and finish 
him, 
but on considering a few minutes 


he saw that if he should die it would 
look as if he had killed her first and 
then shot himself.

He 
asked her to go for assistance, and she 
left the House, but returned in about 
half an hour saying she wan afraid to 
go.

With this mis fifteen pieces of zweiback 
rolled very fine, three beaten eggs, one 
cupful of water, an even tablespoonful of 
salt, one-lalf teaspoonful of pepper, a lit- 
tie gratfrd nutmeg and a smail onion 
grated. Mis' thoroughly and shape into a 
loaf. Lay over the top three or four thin 
strips of salt pork. Bake an hour and a 
quarter in a quick oven, basting thor- 
oughly.

The officers of C. D. Sanfwrd pos>t, the 


Woman's 
Relief corps and 
Lincoln 


camp, Sons of Veteran!, were Jointly in 
stalled last night at Grand Army hall. 
The officers of the post were installed 
by Commander Mole of Sayles post of 
Adams, those of the Belief Corps 
by 


Past President Miss May Hicks 
and 


those of the Sons of Veterans by Past 
Captain. R .W. Illingworth, At the close 
of the installations the company ad- 
journed to the dining room in the base- 
ment, where 
crackers, 
doughnuts, 


cheese and coffee were served with true 
Grand Army liberality. A few musical 
selections were enjoyed in the course of 
the evening, 
and after the refresh- 


ments there was some animated speak- 
ing. Commander F. E. Wiley of San- 
ford post presided and the first speak- 
er was Commander Mole of Adams, 
who expressed his pleasure in being 
present, congratulated the post and its 
auxiliaries on the excellent manner m 
which the work of the evening had 
been done and wished them all success 
in their future work. 


Past Captain R. W. Illingworth of 


Lincoln camp jjevoted considerable at- 
tention to the financial condition of 
the association, which includes the 
three organizations, and spoke 
very 


plainly. There is a debt 01 J12.000 on 
the building and the income is not suf- 
ficient to pay the running expenses of 
the organizations and meet the inter- 
est Notes are given when the interest 
is due, and Captain Hlingworth thought 
H time for the Grand Army Benevolent 
association to wake up and do some- 
thing to reduce this debt or quit and let 
the buiudiing go to the city as was pro 
vided for when the building was erect- 
ed, in case the organization ever found 
itself unable to maintain it. 


He could see no use in going on giv- 


ing notes to pay the interest, and then 
paying the notes with other notes. He 
thought this sort of financiering had 
gone far enough and that it was time 
for a new deal; that something ought 
to be done and done Quickly. He said 
the Grand Army was rapMly growing 
smaller, and he thought that after it 
was gone the Relief corps and the Sons 
of Veterans would soon disappear. Cap 
tain Illingworth said it was a common 
thing for men to stand up in the meet- 
ings and tell how easily money could 
be raised, but he thought if this was 
so it would be better to do less talking 
and more raising. He realized that 
these were unpleasant truths, but he 
thought the time had come to face the 
facts and to relieve the financial con- 
dition of the 
association if such a 


thing were possible. 


Past Commander Amadon of the post 


was the next speaker. He. like Captain 
Hlingworth, is not in love with the 
debt, and he made a few facetious re- 
marks concerning it and the way it is 
being handled. 
He said that a few 


jears ago he could write with difficulty 
but he had become quite an expert pen 
man by the practice he has had in sign- 
ing notes for the organization. He had 
learned, moreover, that it is an easy 
way to pay debts, and he thought as 
long as the banks were willing to take 
the notes the Grand Army could nush 
them in. He felt better about the situa- 
tion than he had for some time, for -he 
could see now how the 
organization 


could keep afloat by signing paper. He 
said that was the way the city had 
been floated for several years past, and 
ii- seemed to be popular. He thanked 
the Relief corps for the interest it had 
always taken in the post, and also the 
Sons of Veterans fQr their help. He did 
riot like the suggestion that the latter 
i.iigM not continue the work after the 
Grand Army men are gone but said it 
should be kept up, 
and that there 


should be a strong camp here. He said 
there was material in this city for one 
cf the strongest camps in the state 
this side of Worcester. Mr. Amadon 
urged his comrades not to be discourag 
ed. He said he was as old as the most 
of them, and he expected to live to see 
the building paid for. Millionaires are 
giving fortunes for libraries, hospitals, 
etc., but thus far they have forgotten 
the Grand Army, to which they are in- 
debted for the conditions that enablerfl 
them to become rich. It was the boys in 
blue who saved the country and made 
prosperity possible. 
As Mr. Amadon 


was commenting on the 
munificient 


gifts to almost every institution except 
the Grand Army, some comrade eang 
out "We're a back number now." 


Mrs. Josephine A. Burdick of the Re- 


lief corps was glad that Comrade Ama- 
don had at last discovered a ray of sun 
&hme. She assured her hearers that the 
work would certainly be continued by 
*he corps and the Sons of Veterans af- 
ter the Grand Army men are all gone. 
So far as the debt was concerned, she 
thought 
if the 
three organizations 


would work heartily togther they could 
pay for the building. 


Past Captain Stewart of the Sons of 


Veterans said he had never been able 
to enjoy the building on account of the 
6ebt. The members of the Grand Army 
were growing old, and many of the 
Sons of Veterans had been In the work 
for 20 years. Even they would soon be 
growing old, and. on the whole, he felt 
rather discouraged, though he was no 
pessimist. 
I 


Comrade H. J. Millard said that what 


was for the interest of either of the 
organizations was for the interest of 
all. The Relief corps and the Sons of 
Veterans had been loyal and helpful 
to the post, and the latter could 'Wit get 
along without them. He said the asso- 
ciation deserved a place where it 
could meet to do its business, and it 
ought to have one free of debt. 
The 


charity work done by the association 
relieved the city of "quite a burden, and" 
he thought the city owed much to the 
Grand Army. He thought if the three 
organizations would meet together fre- 
quently and pull earnestly together 
they wwilfl be able to And a way out 
of all thefr troubles. 


Mrs, I. 6. Browne of the Relief Corps 


reiterated all that had been said con- 
cerning the debt, It worried her much, 
and she hoped some way would be 
found to reduce It, promising all thg 
assistance 
the corps could possibly 


render. 


Past Captain J. Q, Ir«h» of the camp 


agreed with 
Comrade 
Millard 
that 


more general meetings should be held. 
He thought this would Increase th« en- 
thusiasm of all the organizations and 
lead to good results. 


Chaplain Henry A Tower.. was next 


called upon. He began by saying that 
when he was Installed into his office 
a short time before he was told that 
one of the chief duties would be in con- 
nection with funerals but he bad not 
expected to be called on to officiate so 
soon. He thought there was too much 
worrying about the debt, and that if 
they would all pull together it could be 
taken care of. He said he had already, 
been approached by a man who had a 
customer for the building in case it 
should be thrown upon the market and 
said if it were to be sold for what it 
would bring 
the post could pay its 


debt and have more money in the treas 
ury than any other post in the state. 
He suggested that it might be a good 
thing for the members to put 
their 


hands on their pockets when interest 
is again due and pay it without giv- 
ing a note and at an opportune time 
strike the people of the city for $6000. 
That would split the debt and afford 
relief in a measure that would count 
Ho said the recent fair did not pay, and 
that trying to raise money in small 
ways was of little avail. 
Commander Wiley assured his comrades 
that he would see what he could do 
about bringing about a reduction of 
the debt, in repsonse to which there 
v.-ere inquiries from the audience as to 
whether he had keys to the vault of the 
Adams National bank, where he is em- 
ployed as night watchman. 


Comrade W. L. Crosier thought there 


should be more enthusiasm in the work 
He said there should be a post of 300 
members in this city, The talk about 
there being no recruiting ground was 
nonsense. They did not need recruits if 
they could get back those who have 
dropped out of the ranks. 
What the 


post needed, 
in his opinion, vwas a re- 


vival. 
All the backsliders should 
be 


brought back, the enthusiasm that for- 
merly prevailed should be renewed, and 
if all would stand shoulder to shoulder 
and do the best they could the debt 
would be taken care of without trou - 
ble. 


The occasion was one of much inter- 


est to the members of the association, 
and was enjoyed by all. It was appar- 
ent that the question of debt is upper- 
most in the minds of the members 
these days and what the result will be 
remains to be seen.
